* The Order will be lifted when regional available adult ICU bed capacity is greater
than or equal to 15% and is projected to remain above that level for the
subsequent four weeks.

* At the end of the Stay-At-Home period, each county within the Region will be
assigned to a tier based on the Blueprint for a Safer Economy.
